Said to B e Sealed. 


HE 
FEARS 
DYNAMITE 
BOMBS. 


The Rev olutionists Number ltS,000 and Re- 
oruitg Are Constantly Being; Receiv ed, 
While the Gov ernment Forces 
Are Not Ov er 10,000. 


C aracas, April 7.—President Palacio 
is in a constant fear of assassination. 
The guards around the Y ellow house or 
Amarilla hav e been doubled. 
Ev ery 
possible precaution has been taken 
to 
protect the president’s life, but the 
throw ing of djmamite bombs the other 
day frig htened the gov ernm ent so much 
it has not recov ered Its equilibrium. 
Not only has the m ag istrate 
to fear 
enemies in the field but In the city 
tlio rev olutionists hav e made consid­ 
erable 
headway. 
Their 
emissaries 
hav e successfully inv aded the ranks of 
the police force upon whose loyalty tho 
adm inistration has so stoutly relied, 
and It is said that m an^of the 
police 
hav e deserted and gone ov er to the en­ 
emy. 
Rumors of plots are heard on ev ery 
side. 
No one would be surprised to 
hear that President Palacio had been 
killed. 
He spends most of his tim e in 
his mansion conferring w ith his cabinet. 
The friends of the supreme court 
judg es and of the federal councillors 
who hav e been in prison by his orders, 
are v ery indig nant at what they charac­ 
terize as dictatorial and tyranlcal meas­ 
ures. 
Palacio’s hig h handed methods 
instead of subduing, hav e increased the 
bitterness entertained ag ainst him. 
Gen. CresjK), the leader of the Insurg­ 
ents, continues in the meantime to re­ 
ceiv e adhesions to his ranks from all 
parts of the republic. Among his forces 
are some of the best fighting material 
of the country. 
W ith 
ev en numbers 
any conflict betw een his 
men and the 
gov ernm ent forces would to a certainty 
result in a triumph for the former. 
Barquesimeto, Coro, Los Andes and 
Zulia hav e declared for Oesjx). 
Other 
states it is believ ed w ill follow their ex­ 
ample. 
Coro is the capital of the state 
of Falcon, has a population of 10,000 and 
Is near the sea, affording the 
rev olu­ 
tionists a good place for landing their 
arms and ammunition. 
Los Andes has 
a populati(.)n of 83,000 and Zulia has 60,- 
000 inhabitants, 
Maracaibo is the cap­ 
ital of the latter state. 
Caracas contains a number of armed 
rev olutionists aw aiting an opportunity 
to come out boldly ag ainst the gov ern­ 
ment. 
The authorities hav e been re­ 
duced to their last extrem ely and are 
collecting custom duty on sixty-day 
drafts. 
The outlook is certainly v ery 
dark. 
NEWS VIA NEW YORK. 
N ew York , April 7.-—The steam ship 
Venezuela of the Red D line, which ar­ 
riv ed at this port Tuesday from La 
Guay'ra, brought among her passengers 
Gulio A. de Gogorsa, of Caracas. 
In an 
inteiwiew he characterized the situation 
in Venezuela as “ in a v ery bad way and 
g oing rapidly from bad to worse.” 
“ I left Caracas,” said the senor, “ on 
March 80, when the gov ernment was in 
a remarkably tig ht fix. 
Ev ery one of 
the states was in open rev olt, and hard­ 
ly’ a inilitaiy man of prominence sided 
with Palacio. 
Ov er 500 journalists and 
public men were imprisoned, trade was 
dead and the finances of the country 
were sim ply w’recked. 
The banks of 
Venezuela and Caracas refused to re­ 
deem their bills for tliQ, reason that 
Palacio liad appropriated 
their gold 
and exported it. 
M. Martos has been 
appointed minister of finance by the 
gov ernment because of his promise to 
eifeet an arrangem ent 5v ith European 
bankers by which larg e gold loans are 
to be secured upon a guarantee of pay­ 
ment by tlie merchants of Caracas. 
Amick i!fe Co. hav e already loaned $100,- 
000 on these terms, as also hav e Amos- 
time «fe Co., and 8100,000 more is to come 
from the United States by the Red D 
line. 
Business is alisolutel.v at a stand­ 
still, merchants being afraid to do any­ 
thing. 
“ As to the rev ohition, its dim ensions 
are steadily increasing. 
Gen. Casanas 
has been appointed gereral in chief of 
tlie 
g ov ernm ent 
forces. 
His head­ 
quarters are in Ortiz, a town on 
the 
plains and about thirty leag ues from 
Caracas. 
Gen. Crespo is centralizing 
his forces near that place. 
“ The rev olutionists already' number 
about 12,000 men, and reinforcements 
from all the states are coming in rapid­ 
ly. 
In a priv ate letter, w ritten recently 
by Gen. Crespo to his w ife, a letter 
which I had the honor to see, the g en­ 
eral says; 
“ By April ray forces w ill 
number 4,000 m en.” 
The gov ernm ent’s 
force does not exceed 10,000, only 700 of 
whom are in Caracas under Gen. Leopold 
Larri n. 
The state of Zamora has rev olted and 
has placed a larg e force in the field un­ 
der Gen. 
Manzano. 
It is .supposed he 
w ill im m ediately attack the g ov ernment 
forces in Taa Victoria. 
The state of Ca­ 
ra 1x3 is also in rev olt under Gen. (Col­ 
menares, who is in command of 800 w’ell 
armed men. 
Los Andes has decided 
ag ainst Palacio, and 0,000 men from 
that prov ince are on the march to join 
Gen. Crespo at Ortiz. Tlie rev olutionists 
are in need of arms, but supplie.s of 
this kind are 
being receiv ed from 
Trinidad. 
Sev eral 
fights 
liav e 
oc­ 
curred 
near 
Caracas 
and 
Ortiz, 
but thc\' hav e l3een sm all affairs. 
The 
latest intellig ence reached rae as we 
sailed fnjni I.a Guv ra was that the town 
of Barciuesiineto had fallen into the 
hands of the insurg ents.
